Mrs. Custer was the widow of Ge neral George A rm st r o n g Custer, once k now n as th e “ Boy G e n e ra l,” who 
m et his deat h in the massacre ata^ed by the Sioux chief ‘‘Sitting Bull” at Little Big H o rn on J u n e 25, 1876. 
Th rou gh alm ost hi* entire career Mrs. Cus ter h a d b een the constant com p an io n of h er soldier h u sb a n d . 
A 
native of Monroe, Mich., Mrs. Custer was the d au g h t e r of Ju d ge Daniel Bacon. 
She m et C u ster w hen he w as 
a captain in the Union Army during the Civil W a r . 
W h e n he was m ad e a b rig ad ier g eneral, she m arried 
him, 
I hat was in 1864. 
All through the Civil W a r she re mained at his side, sharing his hard sh ip s an d 
dangers. 
After the war General Custer ca m pai gne d f o r years against the Indians in C olo rad o, New Mexico, 
Nebraska and Wyoming. 
Custer was then in c o m m a n d of the 7th United S ta te s C avalry, a flying colum n 
which was fo rev e r ready to dash off to wher eve r an Indian outbr eak was rep o rted . 
D uring th e years o f his 
Indian fighting, Gene ral Custer was accomp anie d by his wife on many of his m ost perilous expeditions. 
Aft er the death of her husba nd in the ambush at Little Big Horn, wher e 207 o f his co m rad es also p erished, 
Mrs. Custer went to live in New York. 
Although she was rarely seen in public, she led an active life. 
She 
wrote three books on her experiences as the wife of a soldier, which for thrilling ad v e n tu re are com parab le 
to anything in fiction.
